Aa erldenoe of the cleavage between the Chaklang and Srangttmg political 
cliques, dw to divergence on political natters, the South China uenbers of 
the legislative Yuan recently telegraphed Fa Pl^«ohang to roslgn his new ap- 
pointment as Minister of Foreign Affairs* They also decided to oppose Id 
Tsmg-Jen’s declaration favcrlng peaceful surrender* lliese aotlons are signs 
that a new grouping Is taking place, and such sl^s are daily beooi^ng more 
clear* Bver since T. V. Sccog osae to Foang-ohou as goverDcr of mnngtung, 
the Idea of a "Dhlted Kkmngtung” has been grovtng like a rising va:«a* v*»Ab a 
natter of fact, T. V* Soorg Is beoosdng the leader of this novsnent, 

Since X^sident Chlang*s withdrawal, the opinions of nen pronlnent in 
the ZMT hare tended to becone aore dlTsrse, sene favarlng the acceptance of 
the CCP's al^.t-noint basis for peawo oonsultatloDs, others taking the pcel- 
tloo that these harsh and donineerlng dsnands' thoulft be rejected* The great 
najorlty of the people of South China, Including Military, political, and 
party nep, as well as representatives of the people are against accepting the 
CCP^s terns and fewer Hr Sun earlier policy of an ‘honorable pence." 

The appearance of the denand for a "Itolted Ksangtung" and a ’fSouth China Con- 
federation** is the projection of this policy, and the evidence that It is tak- 
ing definite form* 

At this Juncture, Cheng Ten -fen nade a trip to ChU-k^ou fjio Interview 
President Chlang/ then to Hong Kong. On 25 March, T. Y. Soong airlved In 
Knang-ohou In the midst of a very tense political situation , He was plainly 
the central figure. Ho had sobm long talks with Sun K^o, then prenier, and 
with Esueh Tush, governor of EVangt'uig on hov to keep XVangtung’s finances 
steady and how to Increase Its defensive ntrength* Nov it Ic very plain that 
power must ocne first, after which other natters nay be discussed. Military 
and ecanonlc power are indispensable. A South China Copfederatlon nust have 
these kinds of power If it Is to achieve anything. Hence, the naln porooee 
of T, y. Soong’e ccnlng to fiiang-chou was to solve the prUnay problens'of 
stabJllslug BVangtung's economic situation ani providing the necessary sup- . 
port for strong nllltarr forces. After conferring with nllltary, political, 
and party men, he agreed to provide tn unspecified amount of US doUare, :.’hlch 
large sum would be sufficient either to establish In Kwangtung more than five 
divisions of peace-preservation troops or perhaps to Issue a supplonentary 
currency.
